Counsel -Iso alluded to the evidence 
of Forbes “-aird, Secretary of the Lanarkshire 
Steel Company, and emphasised that at the 
date of the prospectus it was clear that the 
shares of the company were not the property 
of the Northumberland concern. 

With regard to the pleadings in the case, 
Mr. Murphy pointed out that the failure to 
publish the accounts of Workman, Clark and 


Company for several years was pleaded as. 


an overt act in the conspiracy, which, it was 
contended, was a continuing one. He spoke 
of the importance of the sale of investments, 
and said that, if the market had known that 
the security was absent, the shares would 
have slumped. 

Lord Justice Best—It is your suggestion 
that these defendants had certain inside in- 
formation which, if available to the public. 
would have put a totally different As on 
these shares ? 

Mr. Murphy—Thet is precisely our case. 
THE DECISIONS AT THE TRIAL. 
Proceeding, counsel referred to the deci- 
sions of the Judge in the Court below, which 
left in the action, as a residue, Messrs. 
Sperling, the Northumberland Shipbuilding 
Company, and Mr. R. A. Workman on the 
count ot misrepresentation in the prospectus.

INVOLVED. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBRON AND MR. JUSTICE 
. MURNAGHAN.) ' : 

The hearing was conciaded of the ‘appeal 
by the plaintiffs in the case of the Irish 
People’s Assurance Society and John Doran 
against the City of Dublin Insurance Com- 
Oia Ltd., and others from a judgment of 
Mr. Justice Hanna in favour of the defendants 
at the trial, with a jury, of the action for 
alleged libel, or defamation, which was denied 
by the defendants. | 

Mr. Wood, K.C.,. Mr. Maguire, K.C., and 
Mr. C. Maguire (instructed by Mr. J. L. D. 
Dixon) appeared for the appellants; and Mr. 
Dickie, KC. Mr. Henry, K.C., and Mr. 
Tobias (instructed by Mr. H. T. W. Downey) 
for the respondents. 

Mr. Henry, for the respondents, pointed 
out that, while the only foundation or sub- 
stance of the action in this case was based on 
false statements, the curious thing was that 
in the whole course of the case, instead oí 
proving that the statements. on which the 
plaintiffs founded the action for defamation 
were false, it was conclusively proved out of 
the lips of their own witnesses from the docu- 
ments that the statements were true... The 
witnesses stated on examination that it was 
true the overdraft got by the society was so 
much, as stated, and that the statement that 
the interest, stated to be so much, was true. 
He submitted that the evidence showed that 
these statements of fact were absolutely true, 
and he said further that they were not chal- 
lenged as untrue. That being so, he said that 
no cause of action had been shown to exist on 
the part of the society against his company. 

In the case of a civil 'action, according to 
the law, the truth was a complete defence; 
but in the case of a criminal action the truth 
was not a defence. There was no loss 
sustained by the society proved, and he said 
there was no libel at all in this case under 
the circumstances. In the Court below Mr. 
Maguire called the annual returns a balance 
sheet, and they had been properly described 
in this particular case as a balance sheet. 
These words complained of were, he said, 
perfectly accurate extracts from the balance 
sheet, which was open to public inspection. 

Mr. Wood, replying for the appellants, 
submitted that the trial judge did not apply 
himself to the consideration of the question 
whether the document complained of was 
capable of a defamatory meaning, pointing 
out in the evidence that there were circum. 
stances disclosed to which he should have ap- 
plied himself in connection with that question. 
The judge, he sitbmitted, should have put 
the question to the jury as to what construc- 
tion and meaning they would put upon this 
document, and the purpose and intention with 
which it was published. 

With regard to the Jegal status of the 
society and its power to sue, Mr. Wood cited 
a case in which it was held that under the 
Trades Union Act of 1871 a trades union, 
when registered, was a legal entity, though 
not an incorporated body, and could properly 
sue and be sued as such, and he submitted 
that, by reason of its registration, the society 
was. entitled to sue and be sued. 

With reference to the question of privilege, 
he submitted there was no evidence which 
could be submitted to a jury to sustain the 
plea put forward by the defendant company ; 
and with respect to the individuals mentioned 
the evidence showed that there was to be 
submitted to a jury that, in respect of what 
they had been doing in the dissemination of 
the statements specified, etc., they were 
acting in the ordinary course of their employ- 
ment, and were, therefore, liable jointly and 
severally with the company. : 

The arguments having concluded, 

The Court reserved judgment, the Chief 
Justice remarking that this was a case in 
which a number of important questions was

AGREED DAMAGES. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND A 
JURY.) 


An action was set down for hearing in 
which Dudley Walsh, of 110 Pembroke road, 
sallsbridge, Dublin, claimed damages from 
Nelson M. Kemp, of 4 Osborne terrace, 
Northbrook road, Dublin, for personal injuries 
and damage to his motor cycle caused by the 
alleged negligence of the defendant or his 
servants in the driving of a motor car at 
Merrion road, Dublin, on the 27th of last 
August. 

While the jurors were being called, 

Mr. Shannon, K.C., who, with Mr. Dockrell, 
K.C., and Mr. Sainsbury (instructed by Mr. 
Matthew Good), appeared for the plaintiff, 
said that he thought his lordship need not 
proceed further with the calling of the jury 
in the action, because that morning the 
parties had come together and agreed to a 
settlement under which the defendant would 
pay to the plaintiff the sum of £500 and his 
taxed costs. They would put in a memoran- 
dum, which his lordship could make a rule 
of court. The action was for damages for 
personal injuries caused to the plaintiff. The 
plaintiff, om the 27th August, was riding his 
motor bicycle, with sidecar attached, and was 
proceeding towards Serpentine avenue, when 
the defendant’s motor car came from the in- 
coming tram track across the course that the 
plaintiff was following on the outgoing track, 
and there was a collision at the corner. The 
plaintiff’s right leg was broken in two places, 
and plaintiff was, unfortunately, rather 
seriously injured. There would be some 
permanent disablemert in the od wgbh of 
the leg, which would be permanently about 
three-quarters of an inch short; but, apart 
from that, the disablement would not be 
serious. The plaintiff was 25 or 24 years of 
age, and, having regard to the circumstances, 
he thought that he was being fairly met in 
being offered that sum of £500 and taxed 
costs. 

Mr. Lavery, K.C., who, with Mr. E. J. 
Kelly (instructed by Messrs. Corrigan and 
Corrigan), appeared for the defendant, said 
that if the action had gone on there would 
have been great controversy as to whether 
defendant pulled across the track, or how 
far: but fortunately it was not necessary to 
go into these matters, and it was better that 
nothing more should be said, having regard 
to the fact that the parties had come to an 
agreement. 

“Mr. Justice Sullivan said that he had no 
doubt that parties were very wise in settling 
litigation of this kind if possible. He would 
make an order for judgment for the plaintiff

INQUIRY AS TO DAMAGES, 
(BEFORE THE MASTER OF THE 


. Ad COURT. 

The case of Matheson and others v. Wilson 
again came on, on a reference from the 
Supreme: Court. The action arose out of a 
contract’ to purchase the plaintiffs’ shares 
m the Ivy Weaving. Company, Lurgan, and 
to take over a guarantee to the Belfast 
Banking Company. Mr. Justice Hanna, by 
whom the action was tried, found in ‘favour 
of the defendant, holding that the contract 
sued upon required the deféndant’s approval, 
and that the defendant did not approve, or 
adopt, or ratify the contract. On appeal, 
the Supreme Court reversed the decision of 
Mr. Justice Hanna, declaring in favour of 
the plaintiffs, that the measure of damages 
was the loss sustained by each individual 
contractor through the defendant’s failure 
to carry out his contract, that each of the 
plaintifis was entitled at least to nominal 
damages, that those who had been com- 
pelled to pay up the amounts guaranteed by 
them to the Belfast Banking Company were 
entitled to recover the sum so paid, and 
that each of the plaintiffs was also entitled 
to recover the Joss, if any, caused by the 
refusal of the defendant to purchase the 
shares of each plaintiff at the price agreed 
upon. The Court ordered that judgment be 
entered for the plaintiffs for damages, with 
costs, and that it be referred to the Master 
of the High Court to ascertain the amount 
of the damages suffered by the respective 
plaintiffs, having regard to thé declaration, 
and that judgment be entered for each of 
the plaintiffs in accordance with the findings 
of the Master and his certificate. 

Mr. Campbell (instructed by 
Molloy, Fayle and Co.) appeared for the 
plaintiffs; and Mr, Dickie, K.C., and Mr.

ELDOM do the police trap the 
embezzlers. These are criminals who 
ure invariably found out by their fellows, 
or, failing them, by private investigators. 
Unfortunately, embezzlement is among 
the most common forms of crime, and the 
culprit is always the best educated man 
among criminals. As a rule, he gets a 
long run before detection, for the simple 
reason that he holds a responsible posi- 
tion and can carry out well-laid plans 
with every circumstance in his favour. 
Yet, as in many other branches of 
crime, quite small things often prove 
disastrous. A bank official who has just 
been sent to prison at the Old Bailey for 
a series of defalcations extending over a 
long period and involving several thou- 
sand pounds, was only detected through 
three small cheques paid into his own 
account with his bank. His affairs 
seemed to be quite in order when a 
travelling surprise inspector of the bank 
suddenly descended upon him—the astute 
officer noticed that these cheques had 
been made payable to a public official 
whose office was stated, but not his name. 
lie drew attention to this, and was told 
that the cheques had simply been changed 
for a friend as a matter of convenience. 
Nothing more was said, as the explana- 
tion was quite plausible; but the cashier 
was evidently nervous, since on the fol- 
day he yave quite a different 
and this naturally aroused 
suspicion and provided a clue. Examina- 
tion of the accounts then soon revealed 
that a system of misappropriation had 
been carried on for a long while.

Are Our Athletes Decadent ? 


I was in a company a few evenings ago 
in which the question was hotly debated 
whether our Irish athletics are up to the 
pre-war standard, and whether the Irish. 
are not becoming decadent in sport. 

Various views were taken. It was pointed 
out that we had few all-round athletes 
who were worthy to be mentioned in the 
same category as T. F. Kirby, of Carrick- 
on-Suir, or J. P. O'Sullivan, of Killorglin. 
But they were supermen, who could run, 
jump, or throw the hammer with equal 
excellence. Denis Horgan, . genial and 
burly giant that he was, held a world’s 
record for the shot at the same time that 
he was able to carry his fifteen stone over 
a ‘six-foot high bar, and to place the 100 
Yards Championship to his credit. 

Yet. though a South African has 
jumped 26ft. long, and an American 6ft. 
Bins. high, 20ft. and 6ft. are still good 
jumps, and we have athletes who can clear 
these measurements. Nevertheless, our 
athletes will require greater facilities for 
training and better track arrangements if 
they are to compare favourably at the 
Olympic Games with, say, Finland, which 
has not our long-descended athletic prestige 
or our population to draw upon. 


An Example for Ireland . 


I learn from a friend who has just 
returned from Germany that the Teutons 
are making, as is their way, very thorough 
preparations for the Olympic Games at 
Amsterdam.

His grandfather was the first of 
the family to return to the old land—we 
may say “return ”; for it was only a 
matter of a few centuries since the 
Mackays crossed the seas. Mr. Mackay 
and his two sons were ón active service 
during the war. At one time he was a 
lieutenant on the same front with his 
eldest son, who was a field officer. Many 
readers will. recall Mr. Mackay’s earlier 
book, ‘‘Thé Ten Islands and Ireland*”’ 
a charming work of travel, and 
““ Porcelain,’’ published last year, a book 
of wanderings in Ireland which contained 
the alarming statement that [Ireland's 
geological basis is a bed of slate, which 
might collapse at any minute, plunging 
the island under the waves. 


Ghe Forty Minute Parliament. 


If members of the Dail follow the 
example of Mr..de Valera and Captain 
Redmond, who delivered speeches during 
the week that were remarkable, at least, 
for their brevity, there wil] be no neces- 
sity to follow the example of Canada’s 
‘*Forty-minute Parliament.” In_ the 
Ottawa Assembly members are confined to 
this time limit. Only the Premier, the 
leader of the Opposition, any member mov- 
ing a Government »-easure, or any member 
who moves a vote of no confidence are 
exempt from the new ruling. Suggestions 
are periodically made for limiting 
speeches at Westminster, but they have 
never come to anything. The members 
who, on ordinary occasions, deliver them- 
selves at tedious length speak to empty 
benches, But this does not perturb them, 
since their speeches are intended for their 
constituents ; they are published freely in 
the local papers. ' 

I do not know whether the Dáil 
deputies indulge in the similar practice 
of sending their speeches to the local pro- 
vincial papers for publication; but I 
should be greatly surprised if they re- 
quired any tutoring in the gentle art of 
self-advertisement. 


Miss. Sybil Thorndike. 


Apropos of the much-debated Cavell 
film, it is interesting to recall that the 
celebrated actress, Sybil Thorndike. who 
figures in the film as Miss Cavell, 
appeared not long ago on the stage in 
Dublin. She retains most pleasant recol- 
lections of her visit here, where, as it 
happens, she has a near relative, being a 
cousin of Mrs. R. J. Kelly. 

Miss Thorndike is a daughter of the late 
Canon Arthur Thorndike, of Rochester 
Cathedral. Her brother, Russell Thorn- 
dike, is also a well-known figure on the 
stage. During a tour in America in 1907 
with the Shakespearean Repertory Com- 
pany she appeared in a hundred parts in 
twenty-five plays. She next joined Miss 
Horniman’s Company in Manchester in 
1908, and in 1910 she was with Charles 
Frohman’s Repertory Company at the 
Duke of York’s Theatre. She did another 
tour in America in 1910-1911 with John 
Drew, and from 1911 to 1913 she played 
leading parts with Miss MHorniman’s 
Company. 

Her subsequent brilliant appearances in 
well-known plays are too numerous to 
mention, but the chief parts were Lady

EMPIRE STORY TOLD IN 
CORINTHIAN PICTURE. 


“Land of Hope and Gilerv,”’ showing at 
the Corinthian Picture Theatre, Dublin, this 
week is a British production of considerable 
merit from the Harlev-Knoles studio. A 
good cast is headed by the well-known actress, 
Miss Eilalhine Terriss. 

Very cleverly the producers have woven 
into the film stirring scenes in the history 
of England and the building-up of the British 
Empire. There is, for instance, a scene 
showing the Battle of Trafalgar and the death 
of Nelson, scenes showing the planting of the 
flag in Australia, and Wolfe’s- death at 
Quebec, and, as a final touch, the epic of 
Scott in the Antarctic Ocean. 

One admires the unforced manner in which 
the scenes are introduced into the story. They 
occur quite naturally in the lives of a family 
whose sons go out to the overseas Dominions. 
The pride in the Dominions is the personal 
pride that the hovs’ parents feel in the sue- 
which their sons achieve bevond the 
ocean. Incidentally there is a clever plot, 
with many exciting incidents and a “ love 
interest ’’ deftly treated. 

Miss Ellalne Terriss has splendid scope for 
her first film appearance in the part of the 
homely mother. Lyn Harding, as the head 
of the family, is also verv successful. and 
some of the domestic scenes are admirable. 
Enid Stamp-Taylor, also a debutante on the 
films, has a winning personality, and acts 
quite cleverly as the heroine; while Ruby 
Miller gives a striking performance as the 

villainess.

The Variations on a Theme by Paganini, 
by Brahms, had a special interest for those 

ersons in the audience who last Saturday 
fad heard another pianist, Friedman, play an 
earlier set of Variations by the same com- 
poser. Of the work of Brahms in this form 
I said something in writing of Friedman yes- 
terday. By way of addendum, it may be 
useful to quote from a study of that work 
by the late Sir Hubert Parry, who was an 
intense admirer of Brahms In his sets of 
Variations, Parry wrote, the composer “not 
only showed complete mastery and perception 
of all aspects of the form, but a very unusual 

)ower of presenting his theme in different 

ights, and giving a most powerful individu- 
ality both of rhythm and figure to the 
several members of each series. His prin- 
ciples are in the main those of Beethoven, 
while he applies such devices as condensa- 
tion of groups of chords, anticipations, in- 
versions, analogues, sophistication by means 
of chromatic passing notes, etc., with an 
elaborate but fluent ingenuity which 
times makes the tracing of the theme in the 
variation quite a difficult intellectual exer- 
cise.’ Drastic though the modifications may 
he, Parry adds, the general impression is suff- 
c¢ently true to the theme in broad outline for 
the principle of the form to be intelligible 

In the Paganini variations, as in the 
Handel variations that we heard last Satur- 
dav, the chosen theme is a short one, and it 
is a fascinating study to watch how its ele- 
ments are separated and turned to account in 
variations, which, while taking the colour of 
numerous different styles, succeed one another 
quite naturally. As in one of the variations 
on a theme of Haydn the composer suggests, 
by orchestral tone as well as by stvle, the 
mode of an organ tantasia So among the 
Paganini variations we find one that is like 
a little harpsichord piece. Another is a 
berceuse, yet another a waltz. and so on. 

How much the personality of a pianist 
may colour interpretation was told by com- 
parison of Smeterlin’s performance yesterday 
with Friedman’s playing of similar material 
on Saturday. Whereas Friedman goes for broad 
effects Smeterlin’s care was for delicate beauty 
of pianoforte tone and smoothness of outline. 
Runs and figures for the-right hand were 
delivered with utmost grace and delicacy; the 
Chopin player was indicated clearly enough, 
even in the afternoon performance, which 
contained no Chopin. 

The pianist’s right hand facility pointed 
also to the suitability of his choice from 
among the Beethoven sonatas. This was the 
graceful sonata, dedicated Lo Fraulein 
Brentano, which followed the mighty 
‘‘Hammerklavier’’ sonata. and was one of 
the last three sonatas written by Beethoven. 
The choice, moreover, subserved our interest 
in the Braham’s Variations that came later; 
for the E Major sonata consists largely oí 
variations. It is one of numerous instances 
of Beethoven s introduction of variations in- 
cidentally in the course of works of a general 
character. He uses them, not only in piano- 
forte sonatas and in many other pieces of 
chamber music, but also in the third and 
ninth symphonies. Works. definitely styled 
variations occurred, of course, both early and 
late in his career, and his development in 
technical device and in musical mastery 1s 
illustrated most strikingly by the difference 
be tween the early sets, at one end of his 
career, and the imposing Diabelli Variations 
that came late among his products. 

After this disquisition, the simplest thing 
to say of the recitalist of the day is that. the 
attraction of his playing was equal to the 
interest of his programme. He used his 
instrument in friendly fashion, and made it 
vield its most pleasing tones.

Furthermore. the 
little company demonstrated several times 
that they have learned the difficult lesson of 
how to “do nothing” on the stage.

REPORT. - 


OFFICIAL VIEW. 


A telegram from our Waterford Corre- 
spondent last night stated that late yester- 
day evening Mr. Mullins, V.S., Water- 
ford, reported to Mr. James O’Brien, 
Veterinary Inspector to the Free State 
Department of Agriculture, a suspected 
case of foot-and-mouth disease on a farm 
within a couple of miles of Waterford. 

Mr. Mullins had been called by the 
owner of the farm to examine one of the 
beasts on his land. Mr. O’Brien, with 
some of the Civic Guard, immediately 
arove to the farm. 

Meanwhile Mr. Purdy and Mr. O’Reilly, 
the Department’s Veterinary Inspectors at 
Wexford, drove to the farm by motor car, 
arriving there at about seven o'clock yes- 
terday evening. They will visit the farm 
again to-day. 

Inquiries which were made by an Irish 
Times representative at the offices of the 
Department of Agriculture in Dublin last 
night elicited the information that a 
report had been received there from the 
County Waterford, and that from the pre- 
liminary investigations it was not believed 
that any outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease had occurred on the farm. 

Several reports of suspected outbreaks 
have reached the Department from various 
districts since the disease was discovered 
in the County Wexford, but, after the 
fullest investigations had been made in 
every case, no trace of the disease was 
found. 


MORE EXAMINATIONS 
IN WEXFORD. 


SITUATION SATISFACTORY. 

The following statement was issued by 
the Department of Agriculture in Dublin 
last night :— 

The situation in County Wexford 
continues satisfactory. The Department’s 
investigating staff examined to-day 1,123 
animals. The licensing staff at one centre 
examined 875 animals, at another centre 
949 animals, at a third 302 animals, and 
at a fourth 47. All these 3,296 animals 
were found to be free from disease. 

The Department have been officially in- 
formed that the Order of the British 
Ministry of Agriculture permitting Irish 
animals landed in Great Britain to be 
licensed to places of detention for slaughter 
within ten days applies to any stock 
remaining in the Birkenhead, Glasgow, 
Manchester, Holyhead and Fishguard 
landing places to-morrow (Tuesday), and 
to animals landed at these and other land- 
ing places fruin Wednesday, inclusive. 


FALL IN LIVE STOCK PRICES. 


The outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease 
in Wexford has had a marked effect on 
the prices of live stock in the western 
counties. Bacon pigs at the Loughrea 
market, which were scarce, were purchased 
at 50s. per cwt., live-weight, or 2s. less 
than the previous week’s price. 

There is very little demand for cattle, 
dealers state, and prices for stores have 
dropped by 15s. to £1 per head since the 
great February fair in Loughrea. Most 
of the cattle offered for sale at the last 
weekly market remained unsold.

Mr. William Davin, the Labour member 
for Leix-Offaly, has put down a motion to 
appoint a Select Committze to inquire into 
the cases of railway servants who have 
lost their employment or who have suffered 
other hardships with loss in consequence 
of railway amalgamation. 

Mr. D. Morrissey (Labour) will move 
to restore the rates and conditions of old 
age pensions that were in operation before 
the passing of the 1924 Act. 

Messrs. Ruttledge and Aiken (Fianna 
Fail) will demand that a Committee be set 
up to review the cases of “ civil wat and 
political prisoners ” with a view of recom- 
mending their release.

AGE PENSION. 
SHILLING BACK SOON, SAYS

The directors are completing arrangements 
for the chilling, during warm weather, of all 
the Society’s butter before it is despatched to 
the customers. ‘This, with the better con- 
ditions of conveyance which the Board hopes 
to secure, will ensure that the buyer receives 
it in firm condition, thus doing away with 
the complaints so prevalent in previous 
summers, that Irish butter did not “ stand 
the counter."” Incidentally there will be the 
advantage of bulk shipments from ports and 
more prompt delivery to merchants.

MONAGHAN’S BUDGET.

A REDUCED RATE. 

At Monaghan County Council meeting 
vesterday, Senator T. Toal presiding, the 
Secretary read his annual budget statement. 
A summary of the statement shows that the 
estimate of expenditure for general charges for 
the year ending March 31, 1929, is £103,122, 
and the estimate of grants and other receipts 
is £12,665. leaving a net expenditure of 
£90,459. To this has to be added £7,000 
still to be raised to clear off the debit balance 
which accrued during the years 1924 and 
1925. The deduction of the double agricul- 
tural grant of £26,605, which has been re- 
newed again this year, and the proportion 
payable by the urban councils, amounting to 
£5,217, reduces the amount to be raised off 
the county to £65,637. which makes the rate 
in the £ almost 4s. Sd. on land and 7s. 4d. 
on buildings. Last year the rate struck was 
os. 5d. on land and 8s. on buildings. 


SEPARATE. CHARGES. 

The entire sum to be raised in separate 
charges next year is only £1,867, being less 
than Id. in the £ on the greater portion of 
the county, and not more than 2id. in the 
ease of any district, as compared with £8,279 
for the closing year, which averaged 5d. in 
the £ on the greater portion of the countv 
and 9d. on some smaller district. The re- 
duction is, therefore, 8d. in the £ in respect 
of general charges, and 4d. approximately cn 
separate charges. | 

In order to fulfil the undertaking given 
that the rate would be substantiallv reduced 
in the coming vear the minimum provision 
has been made for expenditure, and nothing 
has been set. aside for contingencies. 

The recovery of the financial position is due 
large measure to the fact that 
competent to advise and guide the ordinary 
ratepavers realised two years ago the 
seriousness of the position, and approved of 
the bold course of dealing with it at once. 
Had it been necessary to postpone the raisin 
of the debt, interest exceeding 61 500 
annually would accrue, which in a short time 
would appreciablv add to the burthen. There 
should he no need for a large overdraít after 
the coming summer, but it. will be for some 
years, however, before a small overdraft can 
be avoided during the first few months of 
each half-year, as the advances required by 
the Board of Health and Mental Hospital 
Committees will necessitate same until such 
time as savin can be set aside for this 
purpose, as in pre-war years.

INTERNATIONAL THINKING 
ADVOCATED. 


The guest of honour at the weekly 
luncheon of the Dublin Rotary Club at Clery’s 
Restaurant yesterday was Mr. Charles Doran, 
the Irish actor-manager, who entertained the 
members with “ A Shakespeare Reverie.” 

Shakespeare, he said, had done big 
things for humanity and for human happiness 
as any man who had ever put pen to paper. 
He was a great teacher and philosopher, and 
he understood the workings of the human 
mind and set them out in the characters he 
had drawn, Actors as a rule had a strenuous 
life and a patience that was, he might say, 
greater than Job’s, and those who hoped to 
succeed required extraordinary courage, and 
eventually came out smiling, hopeful, and yet 
more ambitious. 

Mr. Doran related some amusing stories of 
Irving, and passed on to speak of some of the 
principal female characters in Shakespeare's 
works. It occurred to him, he said, that the 
idea of the League of Nations might have 
been evolved by Shakespeare, who, in much 
of his work, inculcated the principal of inter- 
national thinking.

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ST. VINCENT DE PAUL 


SOCIETY. 
LAST YEAR S WORK IN 
DUBLIN. 

The Verv Rev. John Flanagan, Adminis- 
trator, presided at the quarterly meeting of; 
the Society of St. Vincent de Paul on Sunday 
last at the Aula Maxima, 86 St., Stephen's 
Green, Dublin. The Right Rev. Monsignor 
Dunne, P.P., V.G., Dean of Dublin, Spiritual 
Director of the Council of Ireland, recited the 
prayers. 

The President of the Council of Ireland 
expressed his thanks to Father Flanagan on 
behalf of the Society for having come to 
preside at their meeting. He was one of the 
founders of the Night Shelter, and was still 
its chaplain and spiritual director. (Applause. } 
He announced that on 25th March a lecture 
would be delivered by the Rev. Owen 
Dudley in the Theatre Royal, on “Why I 
Became a Catholic’’; and that on the loth 
April Mr. G. K. Chesterton would lecture 
in the same theatre on “ The Rome of Nero 
and of Mussolini.” The proceeds of both 


lectures will go to the funds of conferences 


of the Society. 
CHRISTIAN FRATERNITY. 

The President of St. Gabriel's Conference 
read a paper, dealing with the work of the 
Society in Dublin during the past year. He 
said that although the year had not been 
marked by any great industrial crisis, such 
as had occurred in England during 1926, and 
which had reacted so severely upon the people 
of Ireland. there had. nevertheless, been a 
great dearth of employment in and about the 
city. The spirit of grave discontent en- 
gendered by constant lack of work had 
afforded their members in many cases great 
scope for the exercise of Christian fraternity. 
There where material relief 
tendered in a mechanical way would be re- 
ceived with scorn and accepted merely for 
the sake of the children, whereas a friendly 
chat or two with the Iuckless bread-winner 
which a willingness was evineed to share his 
viewpoint while gently endeavouring to show 
him the futility of blind despair, or worse, 
would often lead to the acceptance of advice 
and the mending of a soured man's outlook 
on life. 

Next in importance to the spiritual welfare 
of a family came its self-respect. Though it 
was the constant aim of their Society to spare 
any humiliation to the recipients in dispens- 
ing their material relief, it should be borne 
in mind that the best kind of material relief 
was to help them to help themselves. The 
method would vary with the individual case. 
Very often it would be found that the visitor 
could aid in securing some benefit, such as 
home assistance, health insurance, unemploy- 
ment insurance, or. perhaps, accident pay to 
which a member of the family was entitled. 
Even in these days of grave utemployment 
it was sometimes possible for a member to 
secure a position, even temporarily, for a 
client in whom he took sufficient interest. <A 
small grant from the Roomkeepers’ Society 
or from the conference funds would often he 
sufficient to start some member:of the family 
as a street trader, and thus make it in- 
dependent of the relief ticket. Any of these 
services would make a greater demand on the 
time and good-will of the visitor than the 
mere deliverv of a relief ticket, but the effort 
would be well repaid by the restoration of a 
sense of independence to the family. 

3,000 FAMILIES VISITED. 

During the past year the number of Con- 
ferences was increased from 70 to 74, and 
the active members of the Conference rolls 
totalled 1,400. They visited in all 8,000 
families, comprising 35,000 individuals, and 
the total number of visits paid was 75,000. 
The relief expended amounted to £19,850, 
which was an average of less than £2 10s. 
for the whole year on each family visited. 
The Council’s reserve fund suffered a slight 
reduction, which would, however, have 
amounted to over £1,100 but for the gene- 
rosity of Mr. John McCormack in giving 
a recital for the benefit of the funds last 
July, and for a large donation received 
anonymously. (Applause.) The members 
themselves ‘contributed £1,550 to the funds 
of their Conferences through the secret col- 
lections made at eve: weekly meeting, thus 
showing in a practical manner that they 
recognised the value of their work. 

THE EVILS OF UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Father Flanagan expressed his apprecia- 
tion of the paper. They were, he supposed, 
all agreed that cage. a or under- 
employment—not merely being absoluteiy 
out of work, but not getting enough of work 
to do—were most potent sources of evil, of 
spiritual and material evil, in their midst. 
Could the Society do anything as a body 
to remedy that evil? Well, he did not 
think that they could. He thought that tho 
most that could be done was that the mem- 
bers should apply themselves, as members 
of the St. Vincent de Paul Society, to 
staunch the wounds caused by unemploy- 
ment. But it might be hoped that some wt! 
their young members, ganas | those who 
had the advantage of university traning, 
would apply themselves to the study of this 
horrible evil. It was a characteristic feature 
of their economic system 

é“ Men made that economic system,”’ 
tinued Father Flanagan. “It did 
grow up haphazard. It is the result of 
deliberate effort on the part of men. And 
if ever it is to be ended, or mended even, 
it will be done by men like you, who regard 
the poor in the proper spirit, and whose 
motto may be summed up in the words of 
St. Vincent de Paul: “The poor—our 
masters."’ (Applause. )

ASYLUM PATIENT'S DEATH, 


EVIDENCE AT INQUEST, 

At an inquest which was held yesterday 
in Grangegorman Mental Hospital by Dr. 
Louis Byrne, City Coroner, on the body ct 
Mary Anne Byrne (47), a native of hath. 
gerrah, County Wicklow, a patient in the 
institution, a verdict was returned that she 
ecmmitted suicide while insane, and exonerat 
ing the asylum authorities from al! blame. 

Evidence was given by Nurse McVabe, that 
at 7 a.m. last Saturday she went to the room 
occupied by deceased woman, and saw one 
end of the bed sheet tied tightly round the 
patient’s neck, the other end being fixed to 
the water pipe over the door. 

Night Nurse Gore said that she went on 
duty at 9 p.m. last Friday, and had the care 
of 168 patients, including the deceased 
woman. She visited the room which she o 
eupied every half-hour during the night, and 
on each occasion the deceasea woman was 
apparently asleep in bed. At 6.40 on Satur- 
day morning she found that the patient had 
got out of bed, and was standing «facing the 
door, but this was usual, as it was cwstomary 
for patients to get up about that time to re- 
ceive their clothes. 

Dr. Stanely Burke said that when he was 
called at 7.40 a.m. he found the patient 
dead. <A post-mortem examination showed a 
condition suggestive of death from asphyxia 
There were marks on the throat which were 
sufficient to cause asphyxia, to which death 
was due

The Wigg-Cochrane Case. 

A -constitutional issue of much import- 
ance has arisen out of the statement by 
the Minister. for Finance, in Dáil Eireann 
last Wednesday, concerning the award of 
the Privy Council in the case of Wigg and 
Cochrane versus the Attorney-General of 
the Irish Free State. This case began more 
than four years ago, when two persons 
who had been civil servant. in Ireland, 
and considered themselvee wronged by the 
Free State Government in respect of com- 
pesisation and other matters, took action 
in the courts. They based their case on 
Article X. of the ‘Anglo-Irish Treaty, 
and Mr. Justice Meredith gave judg- 
ment in their favour, holding that 
their interpretation of Article X. 
was correct. The Free State Govern- 
ment then appealed to the Supreme Court, 
which, in April, 1925, reversed Mr. Justice 
Meredith’s judgment and upheld the 
Government’s case. The civil servants, 
however, took the matter to the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council, and in 
May of last year their lordships gave judg- 
ment in favour of the appellants, confirm- 


ing Mr. Justice Meredith’s original finding 
in all essential respects. Their ruling was 
promulgated by an Order in Council, and 
soon afterwards the judgment was made an 
order of the High Court of the Irish Free 
State. As the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council coristitutes the highest 
court in the British Empire, from which 
there is no appeal in law, and as its 
authority had been recognised tacitly by 
the Free State Government, which was 
represented before the Court, the matter 
seemed to be settled until Mr. Blythe’s 
announcment last week changed the whole 
complexion of the case. 

The Minister declared, in reply to a 
question in the Dáil, that the Free State 
Government had taken into consideration 
‘the opinions expressed by the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council,” and 
that it was anxious to do everything in 
its power to honour its obligations under 
Article X. of the Treaty. Their lordships’ 
“opinions,” however, if carried into 
effect, would place retired civil servants 
in a position more favourable than that 
which they would have occupied if they 
had remained in the services of the British 
Government or had chosen to serve their 
normal term under the Government of the 
Saorstát. This condition of affairs clearly 
had not been the intention of those who 
framed the Treaty, and, therefore, the 
Free State Government could not accept 
it. He announced that legislation would 
be introduced in the near future to give 
legal ‘cities to all the awards that 
already had been made by the Free State 
Government, and that a Statutory Com- 
mittee would be established to deal with 
all future claims. The decisions of this 
Committee would be final. This state- 
ment, reduced to its simplest terms, 
means that the King’s Order in Council 
wil be nullified. On the day after Mr. 
Blythe’s declaration in the Dáil His 
Majesty's Secretary of State for Dominion 
Affairs announced that, subject t> agree 
ment concerning the form of the proposed 
legislation in the Saorstdt, the British 
Government had given its approval to Mr. 
Blythe's statement. 

The subject was raised again in the 
House of Commons yesterday, when Mr. 
admitted that the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council was the 
only body which was competent to in- 
terpret the terms of the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty, but suggested that, in the present

For that reason the 
Free State Government's decision, for 
which the British Governme..¢ now shares 
responsibility, seems to raise an issue that 
goes to the very root of imperial citizen- 
ship and may have serious reactions 
throughout the Empire. The right of the

will be required. In Europe there 1s an 
average population density of 125 per 
syguare mile. In the United States the 
density is only 38; in South America it 1s 
9; in Canada it is 2.5, and in Australia 
it is only 2. These figures show that 
there are ample fields left in the world 
for the expansion of the European stock. 
On the other hand, the problem is com- 
plicated by two great difficulties. In the 
first place, the overcrowded populations 
often are reluctant to seek fresh woods 
and pastures new. -As of old, the swarm 
will not move until catastrophe forces it. 
Hundreds of thousands in England are 
drawing the “ dole’’ rather than venture 
into a new life. In lands like Germany 
and Italy, again, potential emigrants are 
discouraged by the difficulty or impossi- 
bility of finding openings oversea under 
their national flags. At the same time 
the new countries are setting up obstacles 
to immigration. On the Statue of Liberty 
at the gate of the United States there is 
inscribed : huddled 
masses yearning to be free’’; but the

A Test of Fame. 


Hitherto the fulness of fame has been 
denied to great actors and great 
singers. As shadows only they have 
survived, by the grace of  contem- 
porary writers and _  artists—Garrick, 
for instance, in the pages of Boswell, 
and Mrs. Siddons in Sir Joshua’s 
brush. Try as we may, our imagination 
cannot reconstruct the golden voices and 
the sublime expressions. Modern invention 
promises, however, to abolish this doom 
of oblivion, which stirred Charles Lamb 
to such sad and tender thoughts. Hence- 
forward the. voices of great singers and 
the poses of great actors will be recorded 
on gramaphones and cinematograph films 
for posterity’s benefit. Already the 
British Museum has made a small and 
cautious beginning: it has found room for 
a single film and for about fifty grama- 
phone records. Curiously enough, the 
film te which this high compliment has 
been paid immortalises no Apollo or 
Venus of the modern stage. It is the 
film ‘* Chang ’’—recently exhibited in 
Dublin—which the Museum has accepted 
solely for its ethnographical and 
zoological value ; and it has been deposited 
in the Natural History Museum, at South 
Kensington, where there is _ fireproof 
accommodation for the storage of films. 
The Bloomsbury building has no accom- 
modation of this sort; and such is its fear 
of fire that it will accept only gramaphone 
records which are ‘‘ masters ’’—the brass 
matrices from which the ordinary records 
are cast. Naturally the test of admission 
is severe, eliminating all records that are 
unlikely to keep their interest for at least 
two or three generations. At present the 
small and honoured company includes 
songs by Melba, Patti, Caruso, Chaliapin 
and Tetrazinni. The one record which 
represents the theatre was made by 
Beerbohm Tree. Records of the voices of 
eminent persons include those of the late 
Lords Roberts and Oxford, and of the 
King, the Queen, the Prince of Wales, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury and Archbishop 
Bourne. One record is of.a_ noble 
ceremony—the burial of the Unknown 
Warrior in Westminster Abbey. Some 
day, no doubt, the nation will provide a 
special museum for films and gramaphone 
records, and admission thereto will 
become the highest ambition of the lead- 
ing lights of stage and concert hall. 


Money in Sermons. 


The Times revived yesterday from its 
issue of February 27th, 1828, the report 
of an incident which probably will suggest 
a new detective story. Two gentlemen, 
left executors to the will of a friend, 
found that the assets showed an un- 
expected deficit of some hundreds of 
pounds. They made a diligent search 
among their friend's effects and discovered 
a scrap of paper bearing the words, 
“seven hundred pounds in till.” Fuéther 
search in every receptacle that possibly 
could be described as a till was fruitless, 
and the assets were distributed after they 
had been increased by the sale of the 
testator’s library. Soon afterwards one 
of the executors had an inspiration: he 
remembered that the former library had 
contained a folio copy of Tillotsons 
hermons. 

“The probability of this being what was 
alluded to by the word ‘till’ on the piece of 
paper made one of them immediately wait 
upon the bookseller who had purchased the 
books, and ask him if he had the edition of 
Tillotson which had been among the books 
sold to him. On his reply in the affirmative, 
and the volumes being handed down, the 
ventleman immediately purchased them, and 
on examining the leaves found bank notes 
singularly dispersed in various parts. of the 
volumes, to the amount of 700I.”’ 

We cannot think that, if this incident 
had occurred in 1928, the missing money 
would have been retrieved so quickly. 
To-day not one British citizen in fifty 
thousand has Tillotson’s 
Sermons; it is highly improbable that 
anybody would notice their existence im 
a friend’s library. In 1828 sermons were 
read and discussed as novels are read and 
discussed. to-day ; and Tillotson, though 
he had been «ead for one hundred and 
thirty years, was still famous. In his life- 
time, as Archbishop of Canterbury, he 
was the “ best seller’ of his period; He 
had the reputation of “having brought 
preaching to perfection,’ and his widow 
received the then unexampled sum of 
2,500 guineas for his manuscript sermons,

The report is divided into three parts. 
The first part deals with the case of the 
three gentlemen whose names have already 
been mentioned, the second with the ques- 
tion whether other civil servants have 
been engaged in speculative transactions 
of any kind, and the third with “a matter 
to which our attention was called during 
the course of our inquiry and which 
appeared cognate to it.” 


THE TRANSACTIONS DESCRIBED. 

After outlining the Civil Service 
careers of the three men, the report 
describes how, towards the end of 1922, 
Mr. O'Malley, in order to insure himself 
against the depreciation of certain French 
franc investments in which he had a con- 
tingent interest but over which he had no 
control. entered into business relations 
with Messrs. Ironmonger and Co., whose 
name had been given to him by his stock- 
brokers. 

The report proceeds :—” The contracts 
which he—and afterwards his two col- 
leagues—proceeded to make were all of a 
similar type, and may, shortly, . be 
described as follows :— . 

The client would initiate the transaction 
by contracting to buy, or to sell, as the 
case might be, at the price of the day, a 
certain amount of foreign currency from or 
to Messrs. lronmonger for delivery at a 
date specified in. the coutract, either one, 
two or three months forward. The client 
had no intention, in the case of a contract 
to purchase, of taking delivery of what ne 
had bought, and did not possess what he 
had contracted to sell, and accordingly, at 
some date before the due date, it was neces- 
sary for him to reverse the process by con- 
tracting to sell or buy the same amount of 
currency at the rate prevailing at the 
moment. 

‘If, and as was always the case, the two 
transactions were both carried out with 
Messrs. lronmonger, it is obvious that when 
thé due date arrived the settlement of 
accounts would take the form of a sterling 
payment of differences only by one party or 
the other, and that no foreign currency 
would itself change hands 

“We have said that there was no inten- 
tion on the part of the client to take or 
give delivery of the currency which he 
had bought or sold, but in each case 
Messrs. Ironmonger and Co, had, before

Part three of .the report contains 
remarkable references to the famous. 
Zinoviev letter, the Foreign Cffice reply 
to which was signed by Mr. Gregory in 
1924, in the absence of Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald, then Premier and Foreign 
secretary.” The Board says :— 

“Inasmuch as it is closely related to 
our present inquiry and _ involves the 
honour of the Civil Service, we think it 
our plain duty to express an cpinion upon 
it. It arises in the following way :— 

‘On; October 25, 1924, there appeared 
in the public Press a letter addressed to 
the Soviet Chargé d’ Affaires on the subject 
of a document to which the attention of 
the Foreign Office had recently been 
drawn. ‘This letter was signed by Mr. 
Gregory, in the absence of the Secretary 
of State, and the circumstances in which 
it was despatched from the Foreign Office 
and made publie became the subject of 
acute political controversy. 

‘Suspicions of a deliberate attempt to 
compromise the Government were ireely 
expressed, and, to many unacquainted 
with the machinery of Government 
offices, the mere fact that the letter was 
signed by Mr. Gregory seemed to have a 
special sigrilticance. 

“On December llth, 1924, a statutory 
declaration, which we have seen, was 
made by a former inmate of Mrs. Dyne’s 
house, containing statements in which 
Mr. Gregory’s name was mentioned. 
These statements, so far as they are 
material for the present purpose, were to 
the following effect :— 


1, That Mr. Gregory and Mrs. Dyne had 
been speculating in foreign currency, 
and had lost a iarge sum of money. 


, That on or about October 21st, 1924, 
Mrs. Dyne had spoken of the possi- 
bility of Mr. Gregory having to leave 
the Foreign Office. 


. That on October 25th Mrs. Dyne said, 
with reference to the letter to the 
Soviet Chargé d’Affaires, that Myr. 
Gregory did it when the Prime 
Minister’s back was turned. 


. That on the 27th October Mrs. Dyne 
said that Mr. Macdonald had got 
thrown out, and that Mr. Gregory 
had made his name, 


. That some time before 8 p.m. on Octo- 
ber 28th, the day before the general 
election, Mr. Gregory had visited Mrs. 
Dyne’s house in company with a 
gentleman supposed to be of Russian 
nationality, and had said, laughing, 
““ Come on into the plot.’’ 


. That Mrs. Dyne, ~after the general 
election, expressed satisfaction at the 
defeat of the Government, and that 
Mr. Gregory had said that they were 
uo good. 

“It is clear that statements of this 
nature, if, and when, they became known, 
as they did, to a number of persons, were 
well calculated to give rise both. to 
suspicion and to rumour. 

“The rumours seem ultimately. to hive 
taken the form of allegations that. Mr. 
Gregory had engineered both the despatch 
and publication of the letter to the Soviet 
Charyé d’ Affaires behind the back of the 
Prime Minister; that he had done this to 
serve his own financial ends; that Mrs. 
Dyne and a white Russian were con- 
nected in some way wilh the transactions, 
and that the defeat of the Government at 
the polls was. celebrated by a party at 
Mrs. Dyne’s house. 

‘The statutory declaration at some 
time early in 1925 was brought to the 
notice of Mr. Ramsay Macdonald. It is 
scarcely necessary to say that, as he told 
us, he treated it with every possible re- 
serve, but he thought it both ‘right and 
fair that its contents should be communi- 
cated both to Sir Eyre Crowe, the then 
Permanent Under-Secretary of State at 
the Foreign Office, and through him to 
Mr. Gregory himself. 

“ He accordingly saw Sir Eyre Crowe, 
who at once expressed his total disbelief 
iis the allegations made, but agreed that 
Mr. Gregory should be invited to make 
any statement which he might desire upon 
the matter. Mr. Gregory accordingly 
saw first Mr. Macdonald; and later Mr. 
J. H. ‘Thomas, who was a member of the 
Cabinet Committee which had investigated 
the Zinoviev document before the Govern- 
ment went out of office. The clear impres- 
sion left upon the minds of both Mr. 
Macdonald and Mr. Thomas. was that 
Mr. Gregory: denied all the statements in 
the statutory declaration, including the 
references to foreign exchange transac- 
tions. 

“Mr. Gregory’s recollection that, 
vhile he denied that in the performance 
his official duties he had been in- 
fluenced by any motives of a personal or 
political character, he declined to discuss 
the private affairs of one of his friends. 

“Ha was, as he told us, indignant at 
what he supposed to be espionage upon 
Mrs. Dyne-—a supposition which, we may 
say, was entirely mistaken ; for the statu- 
tory declaration was a voluntary state- 
ment, and the person making it had her- 
self no connection with any political 
party. But, whatever Mr. Gregory said 
cr did not say, it is quite clear that he 
made no admission of speculative dealings 
in foreign exchange, and we think that 
the only reasonable inference which Mr. 
Macdonald and Mr. Thomas could have 
drawn from their interviews with him 
was that such dealings had not taken 
place.

' RECORDS. - 


MERITS OF BRITISH- 
MADE ENGINE. 


— 


In the House of Commons yesterday 
the Minister for Air (Sir Samuel Hoare), 
replying to Sir H. Brittain, said: that 
Mr. Bert Hinkler’s flight to Australia had 
established several records. He added— 
Mr. Hinkler achieved the fastest flight to 
date between England and Australia, 
shortening the time taken by Sir Ross 
Smith in 1919 by between twelve and 
thirteen days; the longest solo and the 
largest light aeroplane flights yet made, 
and ‘the first non-stop flight to Rome, 
whilst all places beyond India were 
reached in a shorter time than has been 
achieved by any other form of transport. 

The total flying time was 1354 hours, 
so that the flight would have taken five 
days fourteen hours if it had been made 
continuously, flying by day. and night. 
Taking the total time spent on the flight, 
including nights and halts in the day- 
time on the ground, the average speed 
per hour throughout was well over thirty 
miles, whilst taking the time spent in the 
air only it works out at an average of 
about eighty-nine miles per hour. Further, 
12,000 miles were covered without any 
repairs—a striking testimony to the relia- 
bility of machine and engine. | 

One of the most striking features of the 
flight is that the machine was a standard 
Avro-Avian, with a Cirrus engine, which 
has been in use since 1926, and the only 
alteration made prior to the flight was the 
incorporation of extra tankage. A 
machine of this type costs, complete, apart 
from the extra tanks, only some £730, 
and an approximate estimate of the cost 
of the flight, ir terms of petrol and oil 
consumed, is £50. These figures are a 
striking indication of the great potentiali- 
ties of aircraft for improving communica- 
tions in the vast stretches of the Empire 
in which other means of communication 
are as yet non-existent or relatively un- 
developed.

GLOZEL CONTROVERSY

OPINIONS OF THE RAID.

Among the objects seized in the course of 
the police raid on the famous Glozel farm 
are some pebbles which are believed to have 
been’ recently engraved. All the articles 
taken possession of are going to Paris, where 
it will be determined whether they are really 
ancient. or are modern forgeries.

WASHINGTON, Monday. 

The bill for the revision of the immigra- 
tion quotas affecting several European 
countries, including Great Britain and 
the Free State, has been transimitted to 
the Senate by President Coolidge. .: 

_ The bill proposes considerable increases 
in the immigration quotas of various 
European countries. 

The bill has undergone some modifica- 
tion since it was transmitted to Congress 
in January, 1927, and the present figures 
are different from those announced when 
the bill was introduced in the Senate 
earlier this month. 

For Great Britain and Northern Ire- 
land the annual quota is now put at 
65,894, as against the former estimate of 
75,097. 

Even with this reduction the new figure 
still represents an increase of 31,887 on 
the old quota of 34,007. 

The revision is the outcome of repre- 
sentations made by the Secretaries of 
State, Commerce and Labour in response 
to a resolution by Senator Shipstead, a 
member of the Farmer Labour ‘Party of 
Minnesota. 


FREE STATE INCREASE. 

The largest single increase is in the 
case of the Irish Free State, the new 
estimate being 17,427 as against the 
original estimate of 13,862. 

The Italian quota is reduced from 3,837 
to 5,308. 

These revised quotas are, it is declared, 
not in any way intended to be discrimina- 
tory, but are the result of a fuller and 
more thorough investigation of the ques- 
tion of the national origins of the peoples 
comprising the population of the United 
States. 

The existing Free State quota is 28.567, 
so that, although the revised figure shows 
an increase of 5,565 on the first proposal, 
1% Is still 11,140 below the present one. 


FIXED IN 1924. 

The existing quota was fixed in May, 
1924, and was to have operated for three 
years. A committee of specialists was 
then set up to apportion quotas for future 
years on the basis of “national origin” 
of the residents in the United States in 
1920, the new quotas to take effect on 
Julv Ist next. The new law is an attempt 
to determine. quotas of immigrants in the 
proportion to which each foreign country 
has contributed to the population of the 
United States from the beginning of the 
country’s history. 7 

The quotas fixed by the committee on 
this basis can, of course, be onlv approxi- 
mately correct: but, as the early settlers 
in the United States were chiefly Fnglish 
and Scottish, thev.. naturally. will have 
a far greater number of descendants by 
blood than the Germans, Irish and other 
peoples who came much later. It- is on 
the “origin by blood” principle that the 
quotas will be fixed, and it is estimated 
that of the 1920 population of the United 
States nearly fifty-two million were of 
stock originating in- Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland.

STILL UNDER CONSIDERA- 
TION BY BOTH GOVERN: 
MENTS. 

Sir William Davison, in the House of 
Commons yesterday, asked the Secretary 
for Dominion Affairs if he would state 
why the decision arrived at by the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council 
with regard to the amount of compensa- 
tion payable to civil servants under 
Article 10 of the Irish Treaty was being 

departed from. 

Mr. Amery—As Í intimated to my hon. 
friend on Thursday last, it was not the 
intention of those who framed Article 10 
of the Articles of Agreement of 1921 
that the civil servants in question should 
be put in a more favourable position in 
respect, of the matters in question than if 
they had remained in the service of the 
Crown under the British Government. 
The manner in which effect should be 
given to the intention and purpose of the 
framers of Article 10 is still under discus- 
sion between His Majesty’s Gavernments 
in Great Britain and the Irish Free State, 
and I shall hope to make a further 
announcement shortly. 

Sir W. Davison—Is° not the Privy 
Council the authority to interpret a 
treaty ; and is there any precedent for 
the British Government’s setting aside the 
judgment of the Privy Council, thereby 
depriving British citizens of their legal 
rights ? 

Mr. Amery—The Privy Council 
obviously the only interpreter of the law, 
but those who framed a treaty can 
interpret their own intentions in framing 
the treaty, and it they framed it unsatis- 
factorilvy, they can amend it. 

Sir W. Davison—Is the Minister aware 
that when the Treaty was before the 
House we were told again and again that 
we must abide by the whole of the Treaty 
and that it could not be altered; and is 
not the Privy Council the proper authority 
for deciding? How can the Government 
take away the rights of civil servants?

The Protestant, Episcopal Church in the 
United States is facing a controversy like 
that in the Church of England—a revolt of 
the Evangelical group: against further 
tolerance of Roman Catholic practices in 
their Communion, 

To-day there was made public a memorial, 
addressed to the House of Bishops and the 
House of Clerical and Lay Deputies, asking 
that at the Triennial General Convention of 
these bodies at Washington in October - steps 
should be taken to prevent the Protestant 
Episcopal churches from ever again having 
Mass, reservation and adoration of the 
Sacrament, prayers to the Virgin Mary, 
invocation ot the saints, worship cf images 
and relics, auricular confession, the practice 
of penance, the use of the rosary and holy 
water, and other ceremonies peculiar to the 
Church of Rome. 

Fhe memorial, which is signed by 85 lead- 
ing laymen and a number of well-known 
women, is particularly insistent upon having 
the thirty-nine Articles retained in the ook 
of Common Prayer. 

A resolution to omit the Arficles of ' Re- 
ligion from the Prayer-book was carried at 
the General Convention at New Orleans m 
1925, .but to become effective it has to be 
passed again this year. 

In the course of this week the memorial 
wili be sent to every vestryman in every 
Protestant Episcopal church, and also tu 
other active Sune and laywomen, in the 
hope that they will sign it. 


THE FRANCS CASE, 


BOARD OF INQUIRY. 
REPORT, 

In a leading article, Zhe Times observes : 
The report of the Board of Inquiry into 
what is popularly knawn as the Francs. case 
will be read this morning with a general 
sense of relief. The Board-was constituted, 
as it is hardly uecessary to recall—for per- 
sonal questions have a perennial interest for 
the public, and in “this -matter-the import- 
ance. of the investigation. was someting 
more than personal—on the termination (tí 
a lawsuil in which three members of the 
Foreign Office were incidentally mentioned 
as having speculated in foreign currencies. 
The broad effect is that no trace whatever 
can be found, even  bv probing the 
most unlikely chatter, of any gene- 
ral ‘weakness in the observance of. the 
high traditions. of the Civil Service. The 
three names mentioned in the public courts 
were manifestly concerned with an episode 
which. is altogether exceptional. Two. other 
members of the Foreign Office are found, 
under wholly different conditions, to have 
indulzed in the past in isolated speculations 
of a character which is described as undesir- 
able. There is no question in any instance 
of the private use of official information. 
Finaliv, the report is published in full, pre- 
cisely as it was presented to the Prime 
Minister and the Foreign Secretary, and they 
have announced at once the penalties which 
will follow. 

Neither the investigation nor the decision 
upon it can have been anything but. a most 
distasteful responsibility, but the public 
have, at least, the satisfaction of feel- 
img that it has been discharged with 
absolute frankness and promptitude. 
Recurring at intervais in every section, and 
summarised in av admirable peroration, are 
a series’ of statements which, it js safe to 
say, will form a pernianent part of the Civil 
Service code long after the francs case. has 
been forgotten: Such a code cannot, in the 
nature of things, be embodied in ‘rigid 
formulas. ‘The Treasury circulars bearing: on 
the subject, which are usefully printed as an 
appendix, are sufficient in themselves to show 
the difficulties of pyecise definition. . Many 
things, though lawful, may yet be m- 
expedient, and the Board, while summarising 
the obvious limitations on the activities of 
public. officials as contrasted with private 
individuals, are clear that, m the last resort, 
the surest. guide will be the nice and 
jealous hono. of civil servants themselves. 
They . might,  ervhaps, have laid rather 
more stress on one point, which is not always 
appreciated sufficiently. The outside world 
Is apt, as in the francs case, to underrate 
the guilelessness of civil servants, who are 
bound, in consequence, to avoid even the 
appearance of conduct whieh may be invested 
by observers with a wholly false significanee. 
But the broad conception of principles set out 
in the report is, at least, as satisfactory as 
its conviction that these are, in faet, the 
principles which do animate the greatest 
Civil Bervice in the world:

WASHINGTON 
HOURS CONVENTION. 


BRITAIN HAS NOT 
RATIFIED IT, 
—-- 


From Our PARLAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT, 
WESTMINSTER, Monday. 


Members flocked to the House of Commons 
this afternoon to hear the replies te the 
questions regarding the Nurse Cavell film. 
‘These were numerous and in cases suggestive, 
but Sir Austen Chamberlain and Mr. Amery 
stood up manfully to the fusillade and did 
much to demolish the case advanced in favour 
of the him, 

Although the subject of the Washington 
Hours Convention was discussed on the 
Address in reply to the King’s Speech, the 
Labour Party made no apology for returning 
to it this evening, when a vote on account of 
110 millions was sought in respect of the 
Civil Service and Revenue departments. 

Mr. Tom Shaw, in moving a reduction of 
the vote by £100, asserted that the refusal 
ef the British Government to ratify the eon- 
vention had made all the promises rendered 
at the convention as worthless as any scrap 
of paper. ‘The fact, he said, was that the 
ceniederation of employers had eracked the 
whip and the Government had yielded to it. 

Mr. Betterton, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Ministry of Labour, confessed that he 
was rather disappointed with Mr. Shaw, They 
expected from him something more robust 
and effective than they had had the privilege 
of listening to on the present occasion. The 
right hon. centleman’s arguments would have 
been more to the purpose had they not rested 
on the fundamental fallacy that a convention 
was to be regarded as a treaty. Many 
Governments had voted for conventions 
which, after due consideration, they had not 
thought it advisable to ratify. We were far 
from the worst offenders in this respect. 
France had agreed to nine conventions which 
she did not subsequently ratify; Germany 
eleven. Great Britain four. Czecho-Slovakia 
twelve, Holland thirteen and Norway sixteen, 

When he was asked why we did not ratify 
the Convention, his reply was that there were 
at the present time agreements im existence 
between employers and employed aficcting 
hundreds of thousands of workers, which 
would be imperilled if such a step were 
taken.

CONVERSATIONS WITH GERMAN 
EMBASSY. 

Captain Crookshank asked the Foreign 
Secretary whether he could make a statement 
regarding the conversations held between 
himself and the members of the Foreign Office 
and the staff of the German Embassy regard- 
ing the film ‘‘ Dawn,”’ 

Sir <A. Chamberlain—I have nothing 
material to add to my answer to Mr. Day, 
of 16th February. The facts are simple. A 
member of the German Embassy on 26th 
September drew the attention of a member 
of the Foreign Office to Press reports regard- 
ing the impending production of the film 
“Dawn,” and was informed that His 
Majesty’s Government had no power of 
political censorship over cinematograph pro- 
ductions. On January 18th—having seen Mr. 
Wilcox’s account of the scene of the execution 
two days previously-—-I had my interview with 
Mr. 1. P. O'Connor. On January 24th the 
German Ambassador spoke to me on the 
subject. I told him that my department had 
quite correctly informed a member oí his 
Embassy that His Majesty’s Government had 
no power to prohibit the exhibition of any 
film, but that Í felt so strongly on this subject 
that I had made a personal ceall on Mr. T. P. 
O’Connor, who is the Chairman of the Board 
of British Film Censors, and had read to him 
an account which I had received of the film 
from the technical adviser of His Majesty's 
(sovernment on cinematography, and I begged 
Mr. O'Connor to pay particular attention, to 
the character of the film if it should be sub- 
mitted to the Board of Censors. 

‘WHOLLY APOCRYPHAL.”’ 


Captain H. Crookshank asked whether the | 


right hon. gentleman, a member of the Ger- 
man Embassy, the German Ambassador, or 
the technical advisor had seen the film. 

Sir A. Chamberlain—I have not seen the 
film, and, for reasons which I expressed in my 
letter, 1 do not propose to see it. (Cheers.) 
But I have a report from a member 
of my department in the following words :— 
‘‘] have had a conversation with Mr. Foxon 


Cooper—he is the.adviser of His Majesty's 


Government on these matters—this morning 
(that is November Ist), and he tetls me that 
Mr. Herbert Wilcox has given him a few de- 
tails as to the lines they have taken in con- 
structing the film. The shooting scene was 
described to him as follows:—‘ One of the 
firing-party definitely refuses to Jevel his rifle 
at Nurse Cavell, and he is shot on the spot. 
The rest are lined up, and on the order to fire 
each one raises his rifle, so that he fires above 
Nurse Cavell’s head. Nurse Cavell, however, 
falls down in a faint. and the officer then steps 
forward and despatches her.’ ”’ 

I believe that account of the execution to 
be wholly apocryphal, and I feel it is an 
outrage on a noble woman's memory.to turn 
to purposes of commercial gain so heroic a 
story. (Cheers.) 

Lieutenant-Commander Kenworthy — Why 
did not these sentiments, with which a great 
many people, including myself, concur, actuate 
the right hon. gentleman s Department whilst 
the film was actually being made, and thus 
avoid all this unfortunate controversy which 
will have unpleasant results, which all of us 
deplore’? | 

Sir A. Chamberlain—I do not know how 
much leisure the hon gentleman has to read 
whatever news may be available in the daily 
Press as to forthcoming films. My time is 
fully occupied with other matters. I acted 
as soon as I became aware of Mr. Wilcox’s 
own description of this scene. 

Sir F. Hall—In the circumstances 
case, does he not think it would be a great 
deal better that there should be someone 
here in the House, representing this important 
industry, to whom questions might he put, 
in order that there may not be a repetition of 
such unfortunate circumstances? 

The Speaker here intervened. 
WATCHING OF FILMS. 
Licutenant - Commander Kenworthy — In 
future could not somebody from the Foreign 
Secretary s Department watch the production 
of films, in ms a to prevent similar films—ol 
an objectionable nature from many points of 

view—from being produced? 

Sir A. Chamberlain—The question of the 
censorship of films is a very large one, and 
does not primarily rest with me as Foreign 
Secretary. Any questions on that subject 
should be addressed to the Home Secretary. 
[ should be loath to take upon my depart- 
ment, or myself, the responsibility for the 
general censorship of films. 

Mr. Dav—As none of the responsible offi- 
cials of the Foreign Office has seen Mr. 
Wilcox, or the film, would it not have been 
better for a responsible official to see the 
production of the film before action was 
taken ’ 

Sir A. Chamberlain—No, sir. The hon. 
member (Mr. Day) is incorrect fn his state- 

vent of fact, and I think wrong in the in- 
ference which he draws. A member of the 
Government service—Mr. Foxon Bie og 
seen Mr. Wilcox, and it was on what Mr. 
Wilcox said to him as to the contents of the

Sir A. Chamberlain—I am not dealing 
with a general censorship of films. I om 
speaking as an English gentleman about 
what I think is an outrage on humanity, 
(Ministerial cheers). 

Mr. Hore Belisha—Does not the right hon. 
gentleman appreciate that a very important 
principle is.involved, and that whilst a great 
many people may agree with him in this par- 
ticular instance, a political censorship of 
films is at stake. : 

The Speaker said that that was the subject 
of a question to the Home Secretary, which 
had been tponed. 

Captain’ Sinodiadeenk asked whether the 
feeling which had been expressed with regard 
to this film might not be equally applicable 
to other films, such as “' The King of Kings.” 

Colonel Day asked if the Foreign Secretary 
wes aware that Mr. Wilcox stated definitely 
last Thursday that no responsible officer ol 
the Government or the Foreign Office had 
ever discussed this film with him. 

Sir A. Chamberlain—I do not think that 
the hon. gentleman has quite correctly in his 
mind the purpe ‘his statement.

2.55 p.m. No one wae injured; but Miss 
Sexton, of Glyn street, avertree, Liver- 
pool, and the driver, fireman and guard 
complained of shock, They were able te pro- 
on their journeys. Both main lines are 
blocked. - A shuttle train service has been 
arranged on either side of the obstruction, 

The cause of the accident has not yet been 
ascertained, but is under inguiry. The whole 
of the train, consisting oí. engine, five 
coaches, and a horse-box, was derailed. 

A ‘reilway . official. at Chatburn Station 
stated that the train passed through Chatburn 
Station at fifty miles an hour. .When it got 
to the bend, about 100 yards on the Black. 
burn side of the station, it left the rails with 
a. roar, tearing up the permanent way. 
Curiously icin, only one coach overturned, 
The engine and the remaining five coaches 
remained upright, but two of the coaches were 
badly daniaged. 


PERMANENT WAY TORN UP. 

The station staff rushed to the spot, and 
found that things were not so bad as they 
had anticipated. All the passengers were got 
out, and it was a relief to find that no one 
was injured. Only two of the passengers 
complained of shock, and they were medically 
treated before they were sent on their journey 
by the ordinary train from Blackburn an hour 
and a half later. ‘There were about fifty 
passengers in the train, the rear of which was 
the Scotch portion. 

The permanent way was greatly damaged. 
Metals were twisted in places, and a number 
of the sleepers were "Á rr to matchwood. 
The carriages were also badly damaged. 'The 
driver, William Whitworth, and the fireman, 
Leonard Heath, both of Newton Heath, near 
Manchester, struck to their posts, and it was 
fortunate for them that the engine did not 
turn completely over. 

THE DAMAGED CARRIAGES. 

The first carriage snapped away from its 

coupling and dashed from the metals in the 


opposite direction, and with a terriffic impact 


crashed into the buffers at the end of the 
station siding. Had it not heen intercepted in 
and this way the carriage would have rolled 
down the embankment into the adjoining 


field The front bogey was forced underneath 
the body by the force of the blow. 
second coach was wrenched

underbody and fell on its side, completely 
blocking the line. From beneath the third 
coach a gas cylinder was flung clear of the 
train and burst into flames, but it quickly 
burnt itself out. The fourth and fifth 
Carriages were derailed. 

As soon as the accident occurred doctors 
from Clitheroe, Chatburn, and other places, 
ambulances and the police were summoned, 
and were quickly on the spot. 

Several passengers in one of the compart- 
ments of the coach which came into contact 
with the siding buffers described the action 
of the coach as “‘ buck-jumping.”’ It was 
swaying violently, and then the crash came, 
they said. “When the coach came to a 
standstill. we were astonished to find we were 
all together in the same compartment.” 

The driver stated that from the moment he 
felt the first shock he applied the brakes, or 
& worse accident would have happened. 

The breakdown gang from Darwen worked 
all night to clear the line.

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SEVERE ROAD COMPETITION. 

The annual general meeting of the Sligo 
and Leitrim Railway Company was held yes- 
terday in Ramsay’s Hotel, Sligo. Sir Josslyn 
Gere-Booth, Bart., presided. 

Dealing with the annual report, the Chair- 
man said that they mét under more cheering 
conditions than those which prevailed last 
vear. ‘The figures then showed a gross loss 
of £144, and they were obliged to take 
£5,000 from the suspense account. Even with 
the help of this sum they could not recom- 
mend more than one per cent. on the “CC” 
Debentures. The corresponding _ position 
to-day was better by £4,800. They were by 
no means out of the wood, but the outlook 
was more hopeful. The gross receipts were 
over £2,000 up and working expenses £2,800 
down. Despite this the board decided to re- 
commend only one per cent. on the ‘*C”’ 
Debentures, because, after providing for the 
transfer of £1,000 to revenue, they had only 
to the credit of suspense account £3,402. 
This was not the first time that a sacrifice 
had to be made for the general good, and the 
hope was that the Debenture holders would 
get their reward in due time. The decrease 
in the running expenses was accounted for 
by lower wages, less ballasting and a saving 
ot £1,758 in fuel. Passenger receipts were 
less by £621. No doubt, motor services had 
a lot to say to this matter. The position 
in that respect from the railway standpoint 
was very unfair. They had to pay rates, 
and keep up the roads used by their com- 
petitors. The goods traftic showed satisfac- 
tory increases under all heads.

Vandervelde criticised Italy, but Belgium 
is still living happily.” The Tageblatt says:

Major-General Sir Robert Porter, K.C.B., 
M.B., late Director of Medical Services of the 
Second Army, died at hig residence, Becken- 
ham, Kent, last evening, aged seventy.

RUSSIAN EXPLANATION

Captain E. J. Friedman, skipper of the 
four-masted Soviet barque Tovarisch, which 
was in colhsion with the ill-fated Italian 
steamer Alcantara off Dungeness on Friday 
might. when the Alcantara was sunk and 
tenty-two lives lost, broke his two-days’ 
silence yesterday concerning the mysterious 
BOS, ‘* All Clear.’’ 

Interviewed on board his ship at 
Southampton, he said: “ Immediately after 
the collision with the steamship Alcantara 
we sent out an 8.0.8. signal. Shortly 
afterwards the steamer Baron Douglas came 
alongside, and asked what the trouble was. 
We explained that we had been in collision

in respect of the concerts and the military 
tattoo.

This is the axe on which the Free State 
Government hews down the budding tree of 
civic enterprise. I am not a lawver, and 
sub-sections of sections of Acts carry no con- 
viction. It appears to me that the civic 
people who stand most in need of the rudi- 
ments of education are those who drafted 
this letter to Mr. J. Hubbard Clark. They 
cannot see further than their noses. 

Take the feature in which I was interested. 
I acted as Director of the Irish Salon of 
Photography, held in Westmoreland street, 
and 12,410 visitors paid their entrance fees. 
As fine a band of volunteers as ever Dublin 
produced spent countless hours of toil on 
Sundays and Mondays, and oftentimes past 
midnight, in endeavouring for months & was 
hand to make that Salon a success. The 
Civic Week Council gave us a grant of £60. 
On our own personal responsibility, and at 
our own risk, we spent over £300, We 
returned a small profit, and we hoped to 
retain that profit, in trust, to carry on for 
the benefit of the country. 

We submitted a scheme to organise and 
provide—{i) a National Photographic Portrait 
Gallery of Prominent Irishmen and Irish- 
women; (11) @ Photographic Record of 
Ireland's national monuments; (iii) a Photo- 
graphic Record of Ireland's plants and 
onimals—a Nature Section. We should have 
been able to retain our little profit but for 
the Government’s decision that civic responsi- 
bility and civic pride are not education 
within the meaning of the: Act. 

Thus is one department of civic enter- 
prise nipped in the bud; and all the pious 
exhortations about Civics and what thev 
mean, issuing from the Press and elsewhere, 
are reduced to dust and ashes. Photo- 
graphy is only a fragment, important though 
it As from a tourist development point of 
view. Other arts and crafts are in like 
condition. Our scheme fizzles out. We 
resolve automatically, disheartened and 
disgusted. into our original component parts. 
The municipality has “no powers.” We 
have no home, no funds, no appreciation. 
Nevertheless, 12,410 visitors attended the 
Salon during the week, an average of over 
2,000 per day :

London, 
was crowded yesterday, when Mr. Justice 
Avory, Mr. Justice Horridge and Mr. Justice 
Salter heard the appeals against conviction 
and sentences of ten years’ penal servitude 
and two years’ hard labour passed by the 
Lord Chief Justice at the Central Court on 
Wilfred Francis Remington Macartney and 
George Hansen for offences under the 
Official Secrets Act, and for conspiracy.

Twenty-eight thousand English people will 
to-morrow celebrate their birthday, which 
¢omes only once in four years. They are the 
men and women and children who were born 
on February 29 in bygone leap years. 

There will be by Thursday. morning, if 
hirth certificates maintain their averages, 
another 1,920 unlucky babies in England and 
Wales who will have to wait a further four 
years before they can have a real birthday. 

Mr. Winston Churchill, as Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, has more occasion to rejoice 
over leap year than any other person. The 
extra day means a considerable addition to 
the Treasury receipts, and he also wins one 
day’s free use of all the money lent to the 
Government. 

Among the principal extras to 
revenue from Wednesday will 
+ respond Customs, £275,000; 
£100,000; stamp duties, £58,000. 

There will be, on the other hand, an extra 
day's pay for the Navy, the Army, and the 
Roval Air Force, and the cost of an extra 
day's administration throughout the whole ot 
the National Services. 

Imports and exports will be increased on 
the year by £5,500.000. season ticket-holders 
on the railways have one free day travelling, 
and house and flat tenants with a vearly 
agreement live one day rent free. 

A days work without pay is given to all 
people who are paid a monthly or yearly 
salary, aud motorists wil have a day for 
riding free of taxes. 

The returns of the bankers’ clearing house 
will be augmented by more then £80,000,000 
by the additional day. 

Prisoners in jail on other than weeks’ or 
days’ sentences get an extra day's confine- 
ment. 

About 2,100 people, according to the Feb- 
ruary average, may be expected to die on 
leap year day.
